EFFECT:  Deletes the appropriation from the General Fund to the
Student Achievement Fund.  Declares legislative intent to fully
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fund I-728 by increasing the property tax distribution to the
level originally established in I-728.  Under the current law,
the per-student I-728 distribution is $254 per student through
school year 2007-08.  Under the amendment, the distribution
will be $300 in 2005-06, $375 in 2006-07, and $450 in 2007-08;
thereafter, the amount will be adjusted for inflation by the
IPD.
